403(a)(1) (42 U.S.C. 603(a)(1)) is amended in each of 12

subparagraphs (A) and (C) by striking ‘‘2017 and 2018’’ 13

and inserting ‘‘2022 through 2027’’. 14

(b) HEALTHY MARRIAGE PROMOTION AND RESPON-15

SIBLE FATHERHOOD GRANTS.—Section 403(a)(2)(D) (42 16

U.S.C. 603(a)(2)(D)) is amended— 17

(1) by striking ‘‘2017 and 2018’’ and inserting 18

‘‘2022 through 2027’’; and 19

(2) by striking ‘‘for fiscal year 2017 or 2018’’. 20

(c) TRIBAL GRANTS.—Section 412(a) (42 U.S.C. 21

612(a)) is amended in each of paragraphs (1)(A) and 22

(2)(A) by striking ‘‘2017 and 2018’’ and inserting ‘‘2022 23

through 2027’’. 24
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(d) IMPROVING ACCESS TO CHILD CARE TO SUPPORT 1

WORK.—Section 418(a)(3) (42 U.S.C. 618(a)(3)) is 2

amended— 3

(1) by striking ‘‘$3,550,000,000 for each fiscal 4

year’’ and inserting ‘‘$4,158,000,000 for each of fis-5

SEC. 6. EXPECTING UNIVERSAL ENGAGEMENT AND CASE 12

MANAGEMENT. 13

Section 408(b) (42 U.S.C. 608(b)) is amended to 14

read as follows: 15

‘‘(b) INDIVIDUAL OPPORTUNITY PLANS.— 16

‘‘(1) ASSESSMENT.—The State agency respon-17

sible for administering the State program funded 18

under this part shall make an initial assessment of 19

the following for each work-eligible individual (as de-20

fined in the regulations promulgated pursuant to 21

section 407(i)(1)(A)(i)): 22

‘‘(A) The education obtained, skills, prior 23

work experience, work readiness, and barriers 24

to work of the individual. 25
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‘‘(B) The well-being of the children in the 1

family of the individual and, where appropriate, 2

activities or services (such as services offered by 3

a program funded under section 511) to im-4

prove the well-being of the children. 5

‘‘(2) CONTENTS OF PLANS.—On the basis of 6

the assessment required by paragraph (1) of this 7

subsection, the State agency, in consultation with 8

the individual, shall develop an individual oppor-9

tunity plan that— 10

‘‘(A) includes a personal responsibility 11

agreement in which the individual acknowledges 12

receipt of publicly-funded benefits and responsi-13

bility to comply with program requirements in 14

order to receive the benefits; 15

‘‘(B) sets forth the obligations of the indi-16

vidual to participate in work activities (as de-17

fined in section 407(d)), and the number of 18

hours per month for which the individual will so 19

participate pursuant to section 407; 20

‘‘(C) sets forth an employment goal and 21

planned short-, intermediate-, and long-term ac-22

tions to achieve the goal, and, in the case of an 23

individual who has not attained 24 years of age 24

and is in secondary school or the equivalent, the 25
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intermediate action may be completion of sec-1

ondary school or the equivalent; 2

‘‘(D) describes the job counseling and 3

other services the State will provide to the indi-4

vidual to enable the individual to obtain and 5

keep unsubsidized employment; 6

‘‘(E) may include referral to appropriate 7

substance abuse or mental health treatment; 8

and 9

‘‘(F) is signed by the individual. 10

‘‘(3) TIMING.—The State agency shall comply 11

with paragraphs (1) and (2) with respect to a work- 12

eligible individual— 13

‘‘(A) within 1 year after the effective date 14

of this subsection, in the case of an individual 15

who, as of such effective date, is a recipient of 16

assistance under the State program funded 17

under this part (as in effect immediately before 18

such effective date); or 19

‘‘(B) within 60 days after the individual is 20

determined to be eligible for the assistance, in 21

the case of any other individual. 22

‘‘(4) UNIVERSAL ENGAGEMENT.—Subject to the 23

exceptions in paragraph (3), each State shall require 24

all work-eligible recipients receiving funds under the 25
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State program funded under this part to engage in 1

work in accordance with the provisions of section 2

407(c), 407(d), and 407(e).’’ 3

‘‘(5) PENALTY FOR NONCOMPLIANCE BY INDI-4

VIDUAL.—In addition to any other penalties required 5

under the State program funded under this part, the 6

State shall reduce, by such amount as the State con-7

siders appropriate, the amount of assistance other-8

wise payable under the State program to a family 9

that includes an individual who fails without good 10

cause to comply with an individual opportunity plan 11

developed pursuant to this subsection, that is signed 12

by the individual. 13

‘‘(6) PERIODIC REVIEW.—The State shall meet 14

with each work-eligible individual assessed by the 15

State under paragraph (1), not less frequently than 16

every 90 days, to— 17

‘‘(A) review the individual opportunity plan 18

developed for the individual, including the eligi-19

bility of the individual for benefits; 20

‘‘(B) discuss with the individual the 21

progress made by the individual in achieving 22

the goals specified in the plan; and 23
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‘‘(C) update the plan, as necessary, to re-1

flect any changes in the circumstances of the 2

individual since the plan was last reviewed.’’. 3

SEC. 7. PROMOTING ACCOUNTABILITY BY MEASURING 4

WORK OUTCOMES. 5

(a) IN GENERAL.—Section 407(a) (42 U.S.C. 6

607(a)) is amended to read as follows: 7

‘‘(a) PERFORMANCE ACCOUNTABILITY AND WORK 8

OUTCOMES.— 9

‘‘(1) WORK OUTCOMES.— 10

‘‘(A) IN GENERAL.—A State to which a 11

grant is made under section 403 shall achieve 12

the requisite minimum level of performance for 13

a fiscal year described in this paragraph with 14

respect to the percentage of employment exits 15

for families receiving assistance under the State 16

program funded under this part, or be subject 17

to penalty as described in section 409(a)(3). 18

‘‘(B) CALCULATION OF PERCENTAGE OF 19

EMPLOYMENT EXITS.—For purposes of this 20

paragraph, the percentage of employment exits 21

with respect to a State equals the ratio of the 22

number of work-eligible individuals who are in 23

unsubsidized employment 6 months after their 24

exit to the average monthly number of families 25
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receiving assistance under the State program 1

funded under this part. 2

‘‘(C) AGREEMENT ON REQUISITE LEVEL 3

OF PERFORMANCE.—The Secretary and the 4

State shall negotiate the requisite level of per-5

formance for the State with respect to employ-6

ment exits for each fiscal year beginning with 7

fiscal year 2024. 8

‘‘(2) PERFORMANCE ACCOUNTABILITY.— 9

‘‘(A) PURPOSE.—The purpose of this para-10

graph is to provide for the establishment of per-11

formance accountability measures to assess the 12

effectiveness of States in increasing employ-13

ment, retention, and advancement among fami-14

lies receiving assistance under the State pro-15

gram funded under this part. 16

‘‘(B) IN GENERAL.—A State to which a 17

grant is made under section 403 for a fiscal 18

year shall achieve the requisite level of perform-19

ance on an indicator described in subparagraph 20

(D) of this paragraph for the fiscal year. 21

‘‘(C) MEASURING STATE PERFORMANCE.— 22

Each State, in consultation with the Secretary, 23

shall collect and submit to the Secretary the in-24

formation necessary to measure the level of per-25
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formance of the State for each indicator de-1

scribed in subparagraph (D), for fiscal year 2

2023 and each fiscal year thereafter, and the 3

Secretary shall use the information collected for 4

fiscal year 2023 to establish the baseline level 5

of performance for each State for each such in-6

dicator. 7

‘‘(D) INDICATORS OF PERFORMANCE.— 8

The indicators described in this subparagraph, 9

for a fiscal year, are the following: 10

‘‘(i) The percentage of individuals who 11

were work-eligible individuals as of the 12

time of exit from the program, who are in 13

unsubsidized employment during the 2nd 14

quarter after the exit. 15

‘‘(ii) The percentage of individuals 16

who were work-eligible individuals who 17

were in unsubsidized employment in the 18

2nd quarter after the exit, who are also in 19

unsubsidized employment during the 4th 20

quarter after the exit. 21

‘‘(iii) The median earnings of individ-22

uals who were work-eligible individuals as 23

of the time of exit from the program, who 24
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are in unsubsidized employment during the 1

2nd quarter after the exit. 2

‘‘(iv) The percentage of individuals 3

who have not attained 24 years of age, are 4

attending high school or enrolled in an 5

equivalency program, and are work-eligible 6

individuals or were work-eligible individ-7

uals as of the time of exit from the pro-8

gram, who obtain a high school degree or 9

its recognized equivalent while receiving as-10

sistance under the State program funded 11

under this part or within 1 year after the 12

exit. 13

‘‘(E) LEVELS OF PERFORMANCE.— 14

‘‘(i) IN GENERAL.—For each State 15

submitting a State plan pursuant to sec-16

tion 402(a), there shall be established, in 17

accordance with this subparagraph, levels 18

of performance for each of the indicators 19

described in subparagraph (D). 20

‘‘(ii) WEIGHT.—The weight assigned 21

to such an indicator shall be the following: 22

‘‘(I) 40 percent, in the case of 23

the indicator described in subpara-24

graph (D)(i). 25
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‘‘(II) 25 percent, in the case of 1

the indicator described in subpara-2

graph (D)(ii). 3

‘‘(III) 25 percent, in the case of 4

the indicator described in subpara-5

graph (D)(iii). 6

‘‘(IV) 10 percent, in the case of 7

the indicator described in subpara-8

graph (D)(iv). 9

‘‘(iii) AGREEMENT ON REQUISITE 10

PERFORMANCE LEVEL FOR EACH INDI-11

CATOR.— 12

‘‘(I) IN GENERAL.—The Sec-13

retary and the State shall negotiate 14

the requisite level of performance for 15

the State with respect to each indi-16

cator described in clause (ii), for each 17

fiscal year beginning with fiscal year 18

2024, and shall do so before the be-19

ginning of the fiscal year involved. 20

‘‘(II) REQUIREMENTS IN ESTAB-21

LISHING PERFORMANCE LEVELS.—In 22

establishing the requisite levels of per-23

formance, the State and the Secretary 24

shall— 25
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‘‘(aa) take into account how 1

the levels involved compare with 2

the levels established for other 3

States; and 4

‘‘(bb) ensure the levels in-5

volved are adjusted, using the ob-6

jective statistical model referred 7

to in clause (v), based on— 8

‘‘(AA) the differences 9

among States in economic 10

conditions, including dif-11

ferences in unemployment 12

rates or employment losses 13

or gains in particular indus-14

tries; 15

‘‘(BB) the characteris-16

tics of participants on entry 17

into the program, including 18

indicators of prior work his-19

tory, lack of educational or 20

occupational skills attain-21

ment, or other factors that 22

may affect employment and 23

earnings; and 24
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‘‘(CC) take into account 1

the extent to which the lev-2

els involved promote contin-3

uous improvement in per-4

formance by each State. 5

‘‘(iv) REVISIONS BASED ON ECONOMIC 6

CONDITIONS AND INDIVIDUALS RECEIVING 7

ASSISTANCE DURING THE FISCAL YEAR.— 8

The Secretary shall, in accordance with the 9

objective statistical model referred to in 10

clause (v), revise the requisite levels of per-11

formance for a State and a fiscal year to 12

reflect the economic conditions and charac-13

teristics of the relevant individuals in the 14

State during the fiscal year. 15

‘‘(v) STATISTICAL ADJUSTMENT 16

MODEL.—The Secretary shall use an objec-17

tive statistical model to make adjustments 18

to the requisite levels of performance for 19

the economic conditions and characteristics 20

of the relevant individuals, and shall con-21

sult with the Secretary of Labor to develop 22

a model that is the same as or similar to 23

the model described in section 24

116(b)(3)(A)(viii) of the Workforce Inno-25
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vation and Opportunity Act (29 U.S.C. 1

3141(b)(3)(A)(viii)). 2

‘‘(vi) DEFINITION OF EXIT.—In this 3

paragraph, the term ‘exit’ means, with re-4

spect to a State program funded under 5

this part, ceases to a receive a JOBS ben-6

efit under the program. 7

‘‘(F) STATE OPTION TO ESTABLISH COM-8

MON EXIT MEASURES.—Notwithstanding sub-9

paragraph (E)(vi) of this paragraph, a State 10

that has not provided the notification under 11

section 121(b)(1)(C)(ii) of the Workforce Inno-12

vation and Opportunity Act to exclude the State 13

program funded under this part as a mandatory 14

one-stop partner may adopt an alternative defi-15

nition of ‘exit’ for the purpose of creating com-16

mon exit measures to improve alignment with 17

workforce programs operated under title I of 18

such Act. 19

‘‘(G) REGULATIONS.—In order to ensure 20

nationwide comparability of data, the Secretary, 21

after consultation with the Secretary of Labor 22

and with States, shall issue regulations gov-23

erning the establishment of the performance ac-24

countability system under this paragraph and a 25
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template for performance reports to be used by 1

all States consistent with subsection (b).’’. 2

(b) REPORTS ON STATE PERFORMANCE ON HHS 3

ONLINE DASHBOARD.—Section 407(b) (42 U.S.C. 4

607(b)) is amended to read as follows: 5

‘‘(b) PUBLICATION OF STATE PERFORMANCE.—The 6

Secretary shall, directly or through the use of grants or 7

contracts, establish and operate an Internet website that 8

is accessible to the public, with a dashboard that is regu-9

larly updated and provides easy-to-understand information 10

on the performance of each State program funded under 11

this part, including a profile for each such program, ex-12

pressed by use of a template, which shall include— 13

‘‘(1) information on the indicators and requisite 14

performance levels established for the State under 15

subsection (a), including, with respect to each such 16

level, whether the State achieves, exceeds, or fails to 17

achieve the level on an ongoing basis, including— 18

‘‘(A) information on any adjustments made 19

to the requisite levels using the statistical ad-20

justment model described in subsection 21

(a)(3)(D)(v); and 22

‘‘(B) a grade based on the overall perform-23

ance of the State, as determined by the Sec-24

retary and in consultation with the State, and 25
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the overall performance shall be graded based 1

on the performance indicators and weights for 2

each such indicator as described in subsection 3

(a); 4

‘‘(2) information reported under section 411 on 5

the characteristics and demographics of individuals 6

receiving assistance under the State program, in-7

cluding— 8

‘‘(A) the number and percentage of child- 9

only cases and reason why the cases are child- 10

only; and 11

‘‘(B) the average weekly number of hours 12

that each work-eligible individual in the State 13

program participates in work activities, includ-14

ing a separate section showing the number and 15

percentage of the work-eligible individuals with 16

zero hours of the participation and the reason 17

for non-participation; 18

‘‘(3) information on the results of improper 19

payments reviews; 20

‘‘(4) a link to the State plan approved under 21

section 402; and 22

‘‘(5) information regarding any penalty im-23

posed, or other corrective action taken, by the Sec-24

retary against a State for failing to achieve a req-25
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uisite performance level or any other requirement 1

imposed by or under this part.’’. 2

(c) MODIFICATION OF RULES FOR DETERMINING 3

WHETHER AN INDIVIDUAL IS ENGAGED IN WORK.—Sec-4

tion 407(c) (42 U.S.C. 607(c)) is amended— 5

(1) in paragraph (1)— 6

(A) in subparagraph (A)— 7

(i) by striking ‘‘For purposes of sub-8

section (b)(1)(B)(i), a’’ and inserting ‘‘A’’; 9

and 10

(ii) by striking ‘‘, not fewer than’’ and 11

all that follows through ‘‘this subsection’’; 12

and 13

(B) in subparagraph (B)— 14

(i) in the matter preceding clause (i), 15

by striking ‘‘For purposes of subsection 16

(b)(2)(B), an’’ and inserting ‘‘An’’; 17

(ii) in clause (i), by striking ‘‘, not 18

fewer than’’ and all that follows through 19

‘‘this subsection’’; and 20

(iii) in clause (ii), by striking ‘‘, not 21

fewer than’’ and all that follows through 22

‘‘subsection (d)’’; and 23

(2) in paragraph (2)— 24
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(A) by striking subparagraphs (A) and 1

(D); 2

(B) in each of subparagraphs (B) and (C), 3

by striking ‘‘For purposes of determining 4

monthly participation rates under subsection 5

(b)(1)(B)(i), a’’ and inserting ‘‘A’’; 6

(C) by redesignating subparagraphs (B) 7

and (C) as subparagraphs (A) and (B), respec-8

tively; and 9

(D) by adding at the end the following: 10

‘‘(C) STATE OPTION FOR PARTICIPATION 11

REQUIREMENT EXEMPTIONS.—For any fiscal 12

year, a State may, at its option, not require an 13

individual who is a single custodial parent car-14

ing for a child who has not attained 12 months 15

of age to engage in work, for not more than 12 16

months.’’. 17

(d) MODIFICATIONS TO ALLOWABLE WORK ACTIVI-18

TIES.—Section 407(d) (42 U.S.C. 607(d)) is amended— 19

(1) in paragraph (5), by inserting ‘‘, including 20

apprenticeship’’ before the semicolon; 21

(2) in paragraph (6), by inserting ‘‘supervised’’ 22

before ‘‘job search’’; 23
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(3) in paragraph (8), by striking ‘‘(not to ex-1

ceed 12 months with respect to any individual)’’ and 2

inserting ‘‘, including career technical education’’; 3

(4) in paragraph (11), by striking ‘‘and’’ at the 4

end; 5

(5) in paragraph (12), by striking the period 6

and inserting ‘‘; and’’; and 7

(6) by adding at the end the following: 8

‘‘(13) participation in an in-home program 9

teaching parenting skills that complies with the re-10

quirements of section 407(c).’’. 11

(e) PENALTY AGAINST STATES.— 12

(1) IN GENERAL.—Section 409(a)(3) (42 13

U.S.C. 609(a)(3)) is amended by striking all that 14

precedes subparagraph (B) and inserting the fol-15

lowing: 16

‘‘(3) FAILURE TO SATISFY WORK OUTCOMES 17

AND WORK ENGAGEMENT.— 18

‘‘(A) IN GENERAL.—If the Secretary deter-19

mines that a State to which a grant is made 20

under section 403 for a fiscal year has failed to 21

comply with any of section 407(a)(1), section 22

408(b)(3), or section 408(b)(4) for the fiscal 23

year, the Secretary shall reduce the grant pay-24

able to the State under section 403(a)(1) for 25
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the immediately succeeding fiscal year by an 1

amount equal to the applicable percentage of 2

the State family assistance grant.’’. 3

(2) TRANSITION RULE.—The Secretary of 4

Health and Human Services may not impose a pen-5

alty under section 409(a)(3) of the Social Security 6

Act by reason of the failure of a State to comply 7

with section 407(a) of such Act for any fiscal year 8

before fiscal year 2023. 9

(f) PRO RATA REDUCTION OF ASSISTANCE FOR INDI-10

VIDUAL NONCOMPLIANCE.—Section 407(e) (42 U.S.C. 11

607(e)) is amended by adding at the end the following: 12

‘‘(3) PRO RATA REDUCTION.—For purposes of 13

paragraph (1)(A), the amount of a pro rata reduc-14

tion in assistance shall be determined by multiplying 15

the total amount of monthly assistance that would, 16

in the absence of the application of this paragraph, 17

be paid to the entire family, by the ratio of— 18

‘‘(A) the number of hours of required work 19

activities as designated in subsection (d) actu-20

ally performed by the individual during the 21

month; to 22

‘‘(B) the number of hours of work activi-23

ties that the individual was required to perform 24
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during the month in accordance with subsection 1

(c). 2

‘‘(4) PENALTIES AND ENGAGEMENT.— 3

‘‘(A) IN GENERAL.—Subject to the limita-4

tion in (B), if in a given month an individual 5

who received assistance under this part was re-6

quired to engage in work under section 7

408(b)(4), failed to fulfill those obligations and 8

was subsequently sanctioned in accordance with 9

paragraphs (2) and (3) of section 407(e), that 10

individual shall judged to be engaged in work 11

for that month for purposes of section 12

408(b)(4). 13

‘‘(B) LIMITATION.—If an individual re-14

ceives no benefits for two consecutive months 15

due to sanctioning under paragraphs (2) and 16

(3) of section 407(e), that individual shall not 17

be counted as engaged in work in subsequent 18

months for purposes of section 408(b)(4) unless 19

actual work in accordance with section 407(d) 20

was resumed.’’. 21

(g) CONFORMING AMENDMENT.—The heading of sec-22

tion 412(c) (42 U.S.C. 612(c)) is amended by striking 23

SEC. 8. TARGETING FUNDS TO TRULY NEEDY FAMILIES. 3

(a) PROHIBITION ON USE OF FUNDS FOR FAMILIES 4

WITH INCOME GREATER THAN TWICE THE POVERTY 5

LINE.—Section 404(k) (42 U.S.C. 604(k)) is amended to 6

read as follows: 7

‘‘(k) PROHIBITIONS.— 8

‘‘(1) USE OF FUNDS FOR PERSONS WITH IN-9

COME GREATER THAN TWICE THE POVERTY LINE.— 10
